"We are actuated by no ck-siro to an- 
noy the Government or to urgo upon it 
precipitate action when we assert that 
there exists grave necessity for call- 
ing together at an early day the new 
House. Several matters of importance 
already engage the serious attention of 
the Cabinet. These matters have ref- 
erence principally to the relations of the 
Province with the Confederation, and 
to finance. Of course, the question 
of questions is the Railway; and it will 
require all the skill, and (may we not 
add ?) patriotism of both Govern- 
ment and Houso to effect a set- 
tlement on a basis that ' shall 
bo satisfactory and just to Dominion 
and Prorinco alike. "We believo tho 
matter is capable of settlement without 
a resort to blood-and-thunder oratory 
or paper bullets; and it should bo tho 
aim and object of everybody who may 
havo the slightest inlluenco in that 
quarter to urgo on the Government the 
framing of a policy that will enlist tho 
sympathy and support of the people of 
both sections. Tho great stumbling- 
block to united action on tho part of 
the Provinco has been removed by the 
selection of a route for tho railway. It 
is now possible for both sections, in tho 
interest of the common country, to 
urge on the Dominion tho commence- 
ment of railway construction within 
tho Province in accordance with 
the Carnarvon Terms, subject to 
a modification, if demanded, that will 
permit of the payment of a sum of 
money sufficient in amount to build 
and equip a lino of railway from Es- 
quimau to Nanaimo. Lord Carnarvon 
in his dispatch suggested an " equiva- 
lent" for the Island railway, and 
should tho present occupant of tho 
Colonial Office bo of tho same mind, 
wo would not hesitate to urgo on 
Government and House to arrange for 
a settlement on that basis. No Min- 
istry has over had so excellont an op- 
portunity of cementing both sections, 
of sweeping away sectionalism f and 
placing Island and Mainland on a 
common platform as the present. 
Theirs is an opportunity which they 
should not let slip away unimproved, 
and hence tho earlier they shall meet 
the House, tho sooner tho difficul- 
ties M'ill be overcome and the railway 
question settled forever. The dry dock 
(thanks to the late Ministry) is be- 
lieved to bo fairly on the way to com- 
mencement under Imperial auspices, 
and the next matter of importance is 
that of finance. All the city mem- 
bers and two or throe of the country 
members, as well as tho member for 
Nanaimo, have pledged themselves to 
support no Government that will not 
consent to lift the Provincial tax from 
Municipalities. Rumor has it that 
tho two members for Lillooet and tho 
three for Cariboo are pledged to the 
removal of the road tolls. Should the 
Government attempt to meet the 
wishes of their supporters in these re- 
spects, we predict financial disaster be- 
fore the dawn of the new year. A Gov- 
ernment that has to face an annual de- 
ficit of $10,000 is in no position to 
throw off $90,000 of taxation and at 
the same time sweep away the only se- 
curity the Province had to offer in the 
London market for the loan of £150,- 
000. We see no legitimate way in 
which a majority of tho Government 
supporters will be enabled to redeem 
their pledges to their constituents 
during the existence of the present 
House, and therefore prepare the public 
mind in advanco for diaspointment. 
The pledges cannot be redeemed, be- 
cause the financial necessities of the 
country are too great to admit of them 
being carried out. This statement will 
surprise sonio persons; but it will be 
found to be correct. Tho Government 
can not lift a single tax without 
substituting another, and road tolls 
are more likely to be doubled than 
abolished. There is another cogent 
reason why tho Houso should meet 
now. Supplies were only voted till the 
30th of June. That . date has already 
expired, and for every dollar expended 
without the authority of the House the 
Ministry will require an act of indem- 
nity which the House might be in no 
frame of mind to grant should delay in 
calling them together occur beyond a 
reasonable time. If there be any virtue 
in the meeting of the Legislature at all 
the proclamation calling it together 
should issue forthwith, or a financial 
deadlock will be inevitable.

A DAILY MAIL. 



Wo hope that the Government are 
pressing the matter of a daily mail ser- 
vice. The present is the time, if ever, 
when a service that would land the 
mails on Victoria wharves every day 
in the week, save Snnday, might be 
had for the asking. Ami the public 
hesitate to ask for it ! This inaction is 
inexplicable. If a blatheremskite poli- 
tician were to give out that he would 
convene a public meeting to discuss the 
political issues of tho day, ho would 
havo half-a-thousand eager ears drinking 
in his flatulent oratory; but when the 
opportunity is presented of securing a 
great and necessary boon, every one is 
silent. The men whose voices would 
bo raised to the topmost pitch to 
discuss mattors in which the country 
has at best an abstract interest, are 
silent where there is a chance to secure 
a daily mail communication with the 
outside world. Wo say wo hope the 
Government are attending to the mat- 
ter, since the public seem utterly in- 
different as to whether or not they have 
a mail sendee at all.

A learned professor at Lyons, France, 
has discovered a method for artificially 
hatching silk worms, which promises to 
afford tho means of obtaining two 
yiolds of raw silk a year instead of one. 

One of the devices of the Liberals at 
Reading, England, was to placard the 
tow n with illustrations of Sikh soldiers 
murdering two prisoners. This pla- 
card was headed "Beaconsfield's Man-Ti- 
gers." 

Among the many appreciative "me- 
morials" presented to Mr. Gladstone 
on account of his attitude on tho East- 
ern question is ono from the General 
Assembly of the Welsh Calvinistic Me- 
thodists, held at Abcrystwith the last of 
May. 

The Bishop of Exeter lately distribut- 
ed tho prizes at tho London School of 
Medicine for Women. The school was 
opened in 1875, and has had 45 stu- 
dents. A number of those now there 
are intending to go as medical mission- 
aries to India' and Africa. 

A party of English engineers and 
mining managers are paying a visit to 
the coal field of the north of France, 
their object being to examine tho geo- 
logical strata, and ascertain whether 
tho coal bed is not the continuation of 
that in Somersetshire. 

The Pope presided tho other day 
over tho Commission of Christian Arch- 
aeology, being the first time in 120 
years that the Pope has filled the chair 
at a meeting of savants, and lie ordered 
the excavation of the Catacombs of St. 
Petronilla at his own expense. 

A Bill has been brought into the 
British Parliament for the disafforest- 
ation of Epping Forest and tho pre- 
servation and management of tho un- 
closed parts thereof as an open space 
for the recreation and enjoyment of the 
public, and for other purposes. 

A boy eighteen years of age was 
lately sentenced to prison in London 
for eighteen months who had served 
two terms before, and was known as 
the Captain of " The Nine Elms Pi- 
rates," and organizer of a gang of boys 
engaged in robbing barges and other 
crafts on the river. 

Prof. Virchow, of Berlin, believes 
he can furnish proof from a Bulgarian 
skull that the Bulgarians are not of 
Slav but of Turkish origin. For this 
purpose Herr von Ilonika will shortly 
bring from Roumania fifteen skulls of 
Bulgarians who were killed by tho 
Turks. 

Mr. Holland, manager of tho Surrey 
Theatre, London, now places a brougham, 
free of expense, at the disposal uf all who 
pay $10 for a private box, so that his pa- 
trons may ride to the theatre and homo 
again in a well-appointed conveyance with- 
out extra charge. 

Waterloo Bridge, one of the finest and 
most elegant bridges crossing tho river 
Thames, lias latterly become so insecure 
that it will havo either to bo repaired at 
an enormous cost or pulled down. It was 
built soon after tho celebrated battle, 
and opened witli great ceremony by George 

rv. 

Winchester House, Southwark, once 
the palatial rosidenco of the Bishops of 
Winchester, lias just been occupied, after 
the proper transformations, as the head- 
quarters of the London Fire Brigade. It 
is in fact the central station of the Bri- 
gade, and has quarters for 52 firemen, 10 
of the largest engines, 20 fire-escapes, and 
14 horses, together with workshops, etc. 
There aro now 50 fire engine stations in 
London, besides 4 floating stations 104 
miles of telegraph lino used by tho force, 
3 floating steam fire engines, 27 land 
steam fire engines, 98 hand engines, and 
400 men belonging to the brigade.

Canada. 

St. John, N. B., June 19. — The 
Globe to-day publishes a list of build- 
ings erected or being erected in the 
burnt district since the great, fire of 
June 20th, 1S77, showing a total of 
325 stone buildings, valued at §3,456,- 
200, and 33G wooden buildings, valued 
at §739,932. The Relief Society re- 
ceived during the year $372,S02, of 
which S2Cf 1,804, has been expended on 
the destitute. Besides this §50,000 
sent from England has been distribu- 
ted, and it is computed that other con- 
tributions of money and, goods increase 
the amount of expenditure for relief to 
half a million dollars. There is still 
much destitution, however, and tho bal- 
ance on hand is being husbanded for 
the coming winter.

Stewart provided in his will that all 
his business and the real estate directly 
connected with it should be inherited 
by Judge Hilton, who had been his 
confidential adviser for a number of 
years. All his other real estate he be- 
queathed to his wife. The actual value 
of the business and of the real proper- 
ty connected with it was not publicly 
known then, nor has it been made 
known since. Tho whole was estima- 
ted at §30,000,000, and I ftm inclined 
to think the figure was not much out of 
the way. It included tho wholesale 
houso at Chambers street, the retail 
house on Tenth street and some twenty 
mills engaged in manufacturing for the 
firm. All the hotel property was out- 
side of tho business, and together with 
a number of houses in different parts 
of the city, went to Mrs. Stewart. 
Those who speak of decline say that 
the business part of the estate is worth 
§5,000,000 less to-day than at Stew- 
art's death, and some of them predict 
that five years more will produce bank- 
ruptcy. Such predictions, howev- 
er, aro sometimes mere folly, 
and this may be one of that sort. The 
estimated value of his entire real estate 
in this city in 1875 was §10,000,000. 
This included two stores, which wore 
supposed to bo worth §3,000,000. 
Tho up-town storo is built on leased 
ground, and the fee is therefore not so 
valuable as might bo supposed. De- 
ducting tho value of the stores, which 
becanio the property of Hilton, the 
real estate bequeathed to Mrs. Stewart 
was worth §37,000,000 tho year before 
her husband's death. As much of this 
property is situated in parts of the city 
which are steadily growing backward, 
such as Bleecker street, Amity street, 
Ninth street, Prince street, and so on, 
its value has undergone a serious de- 
cline since that time. Good judges 
say that at least §2,000,000 must bo 
taken of for depreciation. They speak 
in the samo way of tho property at 
Hempstead, and with probably as 
much reason. There is no doubt that 
tho whole estate has shrunk several 
millions since Stowart's death, but 
thou it is not by any means certain 
that the same thing would not havo 
happened if Mr. Stewart were still 
alive. Some very shrewd business 
men have become bankrupts in the 
past three years.

Last evening at tho Rectory, Messrs.

The 
consequence was that tho car started 
down the incline and pushed tho doomed 
Celestial before it. After running thus 
for several yards it crushed the Mongol- 
ian Against a "rib," killing him instantly. 

Tho bark Don Nicholas, in tow of the 
steamer Pilot, sailed for San Francisco on 
Thursday morning, laden with Douglas 
and Chaso River coal. The bark Henry 
Buck, in tow of tho steamer Alexander, 
laden with Douglas and Chase River coal, 
sailed for San Francisco on Monday 
night.

Tho annual meeting was held in the 
Court House on Saturday, tho 29th ult., 
for the purpose of receiving the report of 
tho Public Schools for the year and elect- 
ing a successor to the retiring Trustee. 
Tho Secretary of the Board presented the 
annual report, which showed that the re- 
ceipts for the year had been §220. 00. Total 
expenditure for the year for incidentabox- 
penses, §213.78. Total average attend- 
ance at Mr. Halliday's school for tho year, 
58. Total average attendance at Miss 
Coutts' school, 32. Average for tho last 
six months, 39. Tho Secretary also sub- 
mitted correspondence between the Board, 
the Government, and the Board of Edu- 
cation, respecting increased school room 
accommodation and the establishment of 
a High School. Tho correspondence elic- 
ited a promiso from the Board of Educa- 
tion for the commencement of a High 
School on tho 1st of August next, but no 
provision is yet made for tho erection of 
additional buildings. 

Captain George Pittendrigh has received 
his commission as Fishery Overseer, and 
has under his jurisdiction tho Eraser river 
from Yale down, with all the tributaries, 
and Burrard Inlet with tributaries ; his 
commission involves ex-officio the duties 
and power of a Justice of tho Peace.

At tho annual School Meeting hold at 
Langley on Saturday, Mr. W. Grose was 
unanimously elected trustee for tho ensu- 
ing three years.

The Standakd Life Assurance Com- 
pany. — At the fifty-second annual general 
meeting of this company held at Edin- 
burg on the 23d April last a very favora- 
ble financial statement was submitted. 
For the twelfth time in succession tho 
now business of the company was stated 
to have exceeded one million sterling dur- 
ing tho year, the business transacted be- 
ing greater than in any other previous 
twelve months, with tho exception only 
of 1875. The amount of assurances ac- 
cepted during tho last five years is over 
six millions sterling; the revenuo of tho 
company is more than three quarters of a 
million sterling per annum and the in- 
vested funds arc upwards of five millions 
and a quarter. Messrs. Stahlschmidt & 
Ward of Wharf street are agents and 
secretaries for the provincial board of the 
gigantic corporation. The tenth division 
of profits will be made amongst policies 
in existenco at 15th November, 1880, and 
all persons assuring before loth Novem- 
ber next will rank for three years' profit 
on that occasion. 

Gas from Petroleum. — A cheap and 
good article of gns is now manufactured 
of petroleum. Works have been estab- 
lished at San Jose, California, and the lo- 
cal reporter who witnessed the tests says: 
— "Its introduction on this coast has 
been attended with a remarkable degree 
of success. It is stated that nine-tenths 
of the consumers in San Jose are using 
the gas and tho city has made a four year 
contract with the company for lighting 
the streets atj §3 per thousand feet. It 
requires three gallons of petroleum and 
fifty pounds of coal to make one thous- 
and cubic feet of gas, and tho projectors 
say they can make a fair profit in selling 
it at ?2 per thousand. Mr Holmes, tho 
Eastern agent of tho company, accompan- 
ied tho visitors and extended every facili- 
ty for inspection. Tho photometer show- 
ed the quality of the gas to bo 27-candlo 
power, or more than twice better than is 
now furnished to San Francisco. 



A Forgery of the Dominion one-dol- 
lar bill is in circulation. By paying at- 
tention to tho following peculiarities of 
the bogus bills our readers may avoid be- 
ing imposed upon : — Tho bills imitated are 
those which have tho red numbering. 
The figures aro smaller than in tho genu- 
ine bill, and tho colour not so bright. 
Tho length is one-quarter of an inch 
shorter than that of the genuine. Tho 
paper is poorer and of a dingy yellow. 
The impression on the back is very much 
blurred. The bills are payable in Toron- 
to.

From M. W. Waitt & Co. , stating that 
they are having a view of Victoria litho- 
graphed, and asking that the Corporation 
subscribe for a number of copies. Laid 
on the table. 

The following report from the Water 
Commissioner was read: 

In my report of Nov. 30th, 1877, 
you will recollect that I pointed out that 
tho east filter might be cleaned whilst tho 
water was going through tho west filter 
into Victoria, but that the west filter 
could not be cleaned without stopping tho 
east filter; in g fact no provision was made 
in tho first instance, for cleaning the west 
filter. I also pointed out that there were 
no proper outlets for cleaning either liltor 
or reservoir, and I propose for tho present 
to run a pipe from the valve be- 
tween tho E. and W. filters through tho 
east filter to the waste outlet, and if this 
were done one filter can be in use whilst 
the other is being cleaned, or is ready for 
use as soon as the other filter gets foul and 
is required to be cleansed. I would also 
recommend that tine movable copper wire 
solves be placed in front of the inlet pipes 
in frames, and made to slide in grooves so 
j that they can bo readily taken out and 
I cleaned; the3e would collect a large 
amount . if vegetable matter and render 
the necessity of relaying tho filter beds 
less frequent. T^jiave also to report that 
tho passage through tho coffer dam is 
blocked up through original defective 
workmanship, and requires to bo opened 
before the water in tho lake gets much 
lower. 

The report was referred back for tho 
Commissioner to report on tho cost. 

From the City barrister stating that ho 
considered Dr. Tolmie's claim for a refund 
of §0 for heifers impounded, just and that 
tho money should be refunded. Laid 
over. 

The pound-keeper's report for Juno was 
read and ordered to be received and filed. 

From Thomas Preeco stating that he 
was prepared to undertako tho entire 
charge of the water works for §100 per 
month. 

Coun. Redfern said ho was unaware 
that there was any vacancy and thought 
no notice should be taken of tho letter. 

Coun. Turner said that Senator Mac- 
donald proposed on condition of the cor- 
poration laying the pipes to his residence 
that he would loan them the amount re- 
quired at 7 per cent,, and stated that the 
revenue to be derived from tho pipes 
would cover interest and sinking fund and 
leave a profit of about 7 per cent. Tho 
pipe laid would be of wood which would 
be much cheaper than iron and last longor. 

Coun. Redfern said he did not consider 
this could be carried out unloss, as in 
other cases, Senator Macdonald wore to 
guarantee this revenue to tho City. 

Coun. Todd considered that in matters 
of this kind there should be one system 
of revenue and as the Collector considered 
this offer more favorable to tho applicants 
than previous offers he, therefore, thought 
the same basis should be exacted from 
Senator Macdonald as from others. 

Coun. Turner moved that if Sonator 
Macdonald guarantee a revenue of not 
less than §144 per annum for 15 years, 
and that all extra revenue shall come to 
the Corporation, tho cost for laying the 
pipes not to exceed §700, which sum shall 
bo advanced by Senator Macdonald at 7 
per cent, interest, then tho Water Com- 
missioner be authorized to lay tho pipes. 
Carried. 

Coun. Redfern moved that the propo- 
sition made by Mr. Sayward for the ox- 
ten tion of the water to his premises at 
Rock bay be accepted and tho Commis- 
sioner be instructed to cause tho exten- 
sion to be made forthwith. — Carried. 

The consideration of the Pound by-law 
was deferred for one week. 

WATER COMMISSIONER. 

His Worship the Mayor said ho did not 
consider Coun. Dalby's motion made at 
the last meeting of the Council, for tho 
dismissal of tho present Water Commiss- 
ioner in order; no specific charge had 
been brought and proved and ho must 
therefore decline to put the resolution. 

THISTLES. 

Coun. Todd moved that tho provisions 
of the Thistle by-lay be carried out forth- 
with. Carried. 

The Council then adjourned.

Remarkable Religious Revival. — 
A remarkable religious revival is un- 
der way in Richmond, Viu, among the 
negroes. Tho preachers havo not dodg- 
ed tho question of hell, but linvo vied 
-with one another in picturing tho tor- 
ments of the damned. Tho Rev. John' 
Jasper's assault upon the theory that 
the world moves was only one of the 
incidents of this awakening. A corres- 
pondent says of one of Brother Jasper's 
sermons: — Nothing could exceed tho 
vividness with which ho pictured the 
torments of eternal punishment, and ho 
scathingly denounced Beecher and all 
those preachers who attempt to show 
that there is no hell. Some of his con- 
gregation grovelled upon the floor in 
very agony, when he said that 'Bnmo as 
a head of cabbage in a bilin' pot will do 
sinner be for everlastin in hell. The 
pot will keep on bilin' an' de cabbage 
will burn, burn but never burn up. 
You all will be like dat cabbage if you 
don't repent.' All the employes in a 
tobacco factory gave up work ono day 
and went through the streets shouting, 
singing, and urging everybody whom 
they met to seek salvation. Many of 
the converts say that they havo visions 
of heaven. Here is another incident: 
'To-night, at supper in one of tho ho- 
tels, a waiter suddenly become convert- 
ed as ho was entering the dining-room 
with a dish of stewed oysters, and 
throwing the dish and contents to the 
floor, ho raised his hands and began to 
tell how he was converted on tho spot, 
und to proclaim the visions of glory that 
had been revealed to him and wore 
passing before him.' 

The Episcopal Scottish Church con- 
sists of seven Dioceses; Moray, St. An- 
drews, Edinburg, Aberdeen, Glasgow, 
Brechin and Argyle. .The number of 
clergy is 220. The Representative 
Church Council consist's of the Bishops 
and the clergy, with 190 lay represen- 
tatives. The Council is to meet annual- 
ly in Glasgow, Aberdeen or Inverness, 
as may be determined on at the pre- 
vious meeting. Tho church is in a very 
satisfactory condition financially having 
over ?375,000 of funds cash, collected 
in tho several parishes during the last 
seven years, as a sustentation fund from 
which revenue is derivable. The in- 
come of the Bishops is £600 each, and 
it is the intention to raise it to £1000. 
The house to house collections last year 
amounted to §.60,000, distributed on 
'tho same plan as our Mission Board. 

Love, which laughs at locksmiths, 
turns out to be no respecter of creed or 
race in Cincinnati. The handsome 
daughter of Rabbi Wise fell in love 
with a young Irish attorney, and they 
wero secretly engaged to be married. 
The Rabbi had forbidden him to enter 
the house; but the couple were made 
man and wife by a Unitarian preacher. 
The Rabbi, who has now disowned his 
daughter, is one of tho best known Is- 
raelites in the United States. 

New York, June 1. — Patrick Welch, 
an ex-Catholic priest, delivered a lecturo 
in Long Branch Methodist church on 
Sunday, in which lie assailed the Catho- 
lic and Episcopal churches so fiercely 
and bitterly that the pastor apologized 
to the congregation. In the evening 
Welch attempted to enter the Roman 
Catholic church, and wa3 ejected and 
badly beaten.

. POLITICAL SITOBEBS. 

Tha Most JTotaola Criiiios or at- 
tomptoi Orlmoa of Lato Years. 

The Courier des Elata Unis gives the 
following list of political assassinations, 
or attempted assassinations in the last 
thirty years; 

1848— November 20. —Tho life of 
the Duke of Modena was attempted: 

1849 — June 21. — The Crown Prince 
of Prussia was attacked at Minden. 

1821— May 22.— Sefeloquo, a work- 
man, shot at Frederick William IV, 
King of Prussia, and broke his forearm. 

1820 — Juno 28.— Robert Pate, an 
ex-lieutenant in the army, attempted 
to assassinate Queen Victoria. 

1822 — September 24 — An infernal 
machine was found at Marseilles, with 
which it had been intended to destroy 
Napoleon III. 

% 1853 — February 18. — ■ Tho Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria was griev- 
ously wounded in the head while walk- 
ing on tho ramparts at Vienna by a 
Hungarian tailor named Libzens. 

1853 — April 16 — -An attempt on 
life of Victor Emmanuel was reported 
to the Italian Chamber, 

1864 — July 5. — An attempt was 
made to kill Nopoleon III., as he was 
entering tho Opera Comique. 

1854— March 20.— Ferdinand Chas. 
III., Duke of Parma, was killed by an 
unknown man, who stabbed him in the 
abdomen. 

1855 — April 18. Napoleon was fir- 
ed at in the Champs Elysees by 
Giovanni Pianeri. 

1S56 — April 56. — Raymond Fuentea 
was arrested in the act of firing on 
Isabella, Queen of Spain. . 

1856 — December 8. — Agesilas Mil- 
ano, a soldier, stabbed Ferdinand III. of 
Naples with his bayonet. 

1857 — August 7. — Napoleon III. a- 
gain. , Bartoletti, Gibaldi, and Grillo 
were sentenced to death for coming 
from London to assassinato him. 

1868 — January 14. — Napoleon III 
for tho fifth time. Orsini and his as- 
sociates threw fulminating bombs at 
him as he was on his way to the opera. 

1061— July 14.— King William of 
Prussia was for the first time shot at 
by Oscar Becker, a student, at Baden- 
Baden. Becker fired at him twice, but 
miased him. 

1862 — Decomber 18. — A student 
named Dossios fired a pistol at Queen 
Amoliaof Greece (Princess of Olden- 
berg) at Athens. 

1S63 — December 24. — Four more 
conspirators from London against the 
life of Napoleon III. arrtsted in Paris. 

1865 — April 14. — President Lincoln 
was shot by J. Wilkes Booth. 

1866— April 6. — A Russian named 
KavarasofT attempted Czar Alexander's 
life at St. Petersburg. He was foiled 
by a peasant, who was ennobled for 
the deed. 

1867 — The Czar's life was again at- 
tempted during tho great. Exposition, 
at a review in the Bois do Boulogne at 
Paris. 

. 1868— June 10.— Prince Michael 
of Servia was killed by tho brothers 
Radwarowitch. 

1871. — The lifo of Amadous, then 
newly King of Spain, was attempted. 

1872 — August. — Colonel Gutieriez 
assassinated President Balta, of the re- 
public of Peru. 

1873 — January 1. — President Mor- 
ales of Bolivia, was assassinated. 

1874 — August. — President Garcia 
Maeno, of Ecuador, was assassinated. 

1 887 — J une. --President Gill, of Para- 
guay, was assassinated by Commander 
Moks. 

1878 — May 11.— The Emperor 
William, of Germany, was shot at again 
this timo by Emile Lehmann, tho 
Socialist,. Lehmann, it will be remem- 
bered, fired three shots at tho Emperor, 
who was returning from a drive with 
tho Grand Duchess of Baden, but miss- 
ed him. 

To this we must now add a third at- 
tempt on tho life of the Emperor Will- 
iam at Berlin. 



A STRANGE DEATH. 



A Man Frozen to Doath In Mlcsisslp- 
pl~Thormomotor SO. 



[From tho Mcridan, (.Miss.) Mercury, Juno 5th.] 

Mr. James Knox, a young man of 
tho eastern part of this county, has 
been strangely affected for about a 
year. Hot or cold, he was always af- 
fected as if freezing to death. His case 
has been examined by several skilful 
physicians and we understand has puz- 
zled them all. He was continually 
using all tho devices to warm himself 
that a man might who had been chilled 
by exposure to extreme cold, sitting 
around rousing fires enveloped in blan- 
kets and the house closely shut up, 
and this, though the weather was at 
summer heat. It is said that he would 
sit by the fire and hold his head down 
to it and almost roast it in the effort 
to get warm. It is a fact that he put 
cloths on his head to protect tho scalp 
from actual burning while doing this, 
and the cloths have actually been set on 
fire by the heat he subjected them to in 
endeavoring to warm his head. Some 
time ago he made a visit to Living- 
stone, in tho hope of being benefitted 
by tho artesian water, when Dr. Webb, 
of that town, saw his case. Lately ho 
had determined to return to Living- 
ston and try again the waters, and 
again consulted Dr. Webb, going, to 
his office for that purpose, ilo seemed 
as one suft'ering with extreme 
cold, and asked Dr. Webb if he had 
any lire in his office. He told him 
that he had not, and that it was too 
hot to havo a fire and be comfortable. 
Ho said he could not stand it, and ran 
out of the office into tho street for the 
bonefit of the sunshine to warm him- 
self. The next day Dr. Webb had 
him in his office again to make a 
more critical examination of the case, 
and had him a rousing fire. Ho care- 
fully tested with a thermometer the 
degree of animal heat he carried, and 
found it near normal. With all this 
trouble he lost little flesh, and kept a 
good appetite for food, and preserved 



a healthful look. On Friday he started 
for homo in a wagon, with ;i Mr. 
Meadows driving it. He had not got 
far oUt of Livingston before he wanted 
to return, complaining that ho was 
freezing to death, and wanted to get 
somewhere warm. Meadows insisted 
on continuing the journey home, and 
drove forward. Knox jumped out of 
the wagon and ran off into the woods. 
Meadows pursued him and compelled 
him to get into the wagon again, and 
drove on. He got as far as Mrs. 
Poteet's — Green Grant's old place — 
with him. Mrs. Peteet had observed 
Meadows driving slowly along the road, 
and knowing ho had gone to fetch the 
sick man home, went out to tho gate 
to make inquiry. When Meadows 
drove up and stopped, to her 
inquiry ho said he believed that Jim 
Knox was dying. He was lying 
stretched helpless in the bottom of the 
wagon, and after it had stopped only 
gasped a few times and died, apparent- 
ly freezing to death last Friday, with 
the thermomotor at nearly 90. 

China. ' 

The iron and rolling stock of the 
Woosung Railway has been shipped to 
Formosa. 

Tho Shanghai Courier of May 20th 
has the following paragraph : " Wo are 
credibly informed that a rupture of 
friendly relations between Germany 
and China is imminent. There are 
three German men-of-war in harbor, 
and others have been sent for." 

The Hongkong Press notices the es- 
tablishment of a steam laundry at 
Singapore, and editorially urges the 
necessity for the establishment of a 
similar institution at Hongkong. It 
says : •*" Several instances have been 
mentioned of tho Chinese washermen's 
assistants disporting themselves on the 
hillside clad in foreigner's pyjamas in- 
trusted to them' to wash. It is also 
said that a system prevails among the 
washermen of hiring out foreigners' 
linen to people to wear, and this is 
stated to bo the reason that it is so of- 
ten delayed for a fortnight ut a wash. 

There are said to be from 5,000,000 
to 6,000,000 suffering Chinese in the 
famine-stricken districts. 

During a terrible thunderstorm at 
Hongkong on May 22d, 9A inches of 
rain fell. Streets were torn up, houses 
flooded- and great damage done to prop- 
erty. Many lives were lost. 

Japan. 

We find the following items in the 
Yokohama Gazette: 

Posthumous honors havo boon de- 
creed to Okubo, tho assassinated states- 
man, who has been nominated Vice 
Premier of tho second class. His el- 
dest son has been advanced to the dig- 
nity of hereditary noble,a nd he and 
the other mombors of the family have 
been liberally provided for by the 
State. Okubo diod poor, all his avail- 
able funds being about §1 10. A fow 
weeks before his death ho had borrow- 
ed, it is said, on his house and property, 
some §8000, which he presontcd to- 
wards the establishment of schools in 
his native district, Kagoshima. 

After ten days suspension of publi- 
cation for having published a letter 
purporting to come from the chief ac- 
tors in the bloody drama of Kioi-zaka, 
the Ghoya Shinbun has been allowed to 
start again under the old name. 

Burglars in Yokohama seem to en- 
joy immunity from capture. In the 
most frequented thoroughfares godowns 
can clumsily and with an inevitable 
accompaniment of noiso bo burst open 
and handcart loads of heavy merchan- 
dise — case goods and bolts of canvas — 
convoyed awny without the po- 
lice being at all the wiser, apparently 
— certainly without their tracing the 
abstracted articles. 

The French corvette Cosmao, says 
tho Mai-nichi-shinhun, visited tho har- 
bor of Fusan, in Corea, on her way to 
Japan. A number of the native offi- 
cials, accompanied by our interpreter 
in the settlement, came on board. 
Ariiong other questions they asked the 
captain on what business he came, and 
also told tho visitors that they were 
ready at any time to try a war with 
the Frenchmen, if they pleased. 

Stanley's Boaavlor in England. 

[London Correspondence Iloston Traveller.] 

You will doubtless hear various ac- 
counts of tho scene created by Mr. 
Stanley at the newspaper press fund 
dinner. It was in every way a most 
unfortunate occurrence. The greatest 
compliments had been paid to the 
American press by Lord Dunraven in 
proposing tho toast, and thero was 
really nothing to account for the ex- 
traordinary violence which Mr. Stan- 
ley displayed in "returning thanks." 
He spoke of England " stretching out 
her ghoul-like finger toward America," 
and poured out such a torrent of abuse 
on tho pross here and everything Eng- 
lish that tho audienco was completely 
dumfoundered. Mr. Stanley's idea of 
course is that this will please the peo- 
ple of New York; but I do not know 
wdiy ho should think so. Tho audience 
listened at first in silence to his amus- 
ing tirade, but at last some hisses 
burst forth and were silenced by Mr.- 
Forbes. Mr. Stanley evidently went 
there for the sole purpose of affronting 
his hosts. Everybody regrets it, for 
Stanley's work in Africa is very high- 
ly appreciated, and ho fnight enjoy 
himself hero to his heart's content if he 
would only bo ordinarily civil. In 
Paris, I believe, ho gave great offense 
by refusing to see any Americans. "I 
do not want to have anything to do 
with them," he is reported to have said. 
The English certainly do not take his 
fancy, so that what we aro to do for 
him, unless a new race of men can bo 
discovered for his benefit, it is hard to 
understand. His book will be brought 
out shortly by Messrs. Sampson Low- k, 
Co., who havo paid a very heavy price 
for the privilege of producing it. I 
should tliink they must be rather anx- 
ious for Mr. Stanley to tone down his 



behavior a little, or to start on a fresh 
voyage of discovery. I have not heard 
whether Mr. Bennett is going to send 
him to the north pole. He has plenty 
of enterprise and courage for tho task, 
but Mr. Bennett may, perhaps, intend 
to keep the honor of this last great ex- 
pedition for himself.

The Druggist Circular gives the fol- 
lowing preparation for chilblains: Oint- 
ment of mercuric nitrate, 1 ounce; cam- 
phor, 1 drachm; oil of turpentine. 2 
drachms; oil of olives, 4 drachms. Mix 
well. To be applied with gcntlo fric- 
tions before the chilblains break. 

Creosote has been found highly cura-- 
tivo in even advanced cases of consump- 
tion. MM. Bouchard and Gimbort re- 
port having cured 27 per cent, and im- 
proved 31 per cent, of their phthisical 
patients by using absolutely pure creo- 
sote combined with gentian alcohol and 
Malaga wine.
